I lacely printed three Reviews at three 
feveral Times, in which I have {aid fome+ 
thing of this Charity, and of the Colle@ion 
for the Epifcopal Clergy in Scotland— And 
Jam very forry to hear, that any onefhould 
take occaficm to leflen their Charity, or 
flackeo their Hands on that Occafion from 
my Words, fince whoever impartially reads- 
thofe three Papers, will find, Inever deo 


fign'd to fuggeft,, the People in Diftrefa

fhould not be reliew’ds and therefore I 
muft now look back a little, in order to 
lead you into the. Story, and examine, 
what I have wrote in that Cafe, and then 
give you fome Account of Matters of Fa& 
to fet this Cafe right in the World again, 
for I {ee People are mighty éafie to find 
an Exdule' for. their Charity. 

And firft:te look back on what I have 
faid in the Review of the 7th of Feb. 1707, 
N°. 1455, Vol.JV. I was there oblig’d 
to reply to Mr. Rehearfal, who had charg’d 
the Presbyterians with Cruelty to the Epif- 
copal Clergy in Scotland, and had mention’d 
this Charity 3 and not torepeat the whole 
Story, I ftated the Cafe thus. 

That in the Language of Mr. Rebear/a}, 
with his bloody and cruel Perfecutions, aud 
colleGing Charicy forPerfons, under fucha 
Condition I knew nothing of it, but knew 
there was no fuch thing, and added thefe 
Words, which I defire all People that are 
difpofed to relieve Men in Diftrefs to read 
again. 

on If they mean by perfecuted Minifters— 
«¢ fuch as at the Revolution were by the 
*¢ Government turn’d out of their Livings, 
‘6 for refufing to conform to Presbytery ; it 
‘€ is plain, po Bady ever. oppos'd colleéting 
‘© Charities to relieve them,.and very good 
“© Certificates might, “J believe, be obtain’d 
¢ from them of the Charity of the prefent 
“© Minifters of the Eftablifh’d Church in 
't Scotland, who have largely contributed 
‘© to their Subfiftencea——In fhort, if by 
*€ your Colle&@ions you mean a Charity to 
‘¢ fupport the Families of the Epifcopal 
“ Clergy depofed by ‘the Revolution, 
48 AMEN, | fhall not only approve, but 
‘¢ affift in it, and encourage it all J caa. 
‘¢GOD FORBID, I fhould difcourage 
“ any Man’s Charity in relieving a Family 
« that wants, or that has loft its Sub- 
*< fiftence, whether it were ona Politick 
‘6 Seruple or a Religious, and I would do 
‘6 the fame if they were Roman-Catholicks. 

Thus far this Review—— On the 28th 
of the fame Month ot February, comes a 
Letter to me from a Perfon well-known 
in London—-——In which Notice is taken. of 
the large Colle@ions making all over Eng- 
and for the perfecuted Clergy in Scotland, 
and it being at the Time when the Rumour 


of the French Preparations was encreafing, 
the Pecple, as he jays in the faid Letter, 
took fome Umbrage at the large Col- 
le@ions made tor the Scots perfecuted Cler- 
gy, asa Thing which might be a Coverto 
railing Money for the Enemy. 

I do net fav there was any Ground for 
fach a Jealoufie-- But two Things were very 
unhappy in this Suggeftion, ‘and this J took 
Notice of; 1, that they made this Col- 
leGion without any Brief, 2. that they 
boafted of great Sums colleéted, this Let- 
terfaying, the Minifter of that one Parifh 
had colleéted go}. and thefe Sums were 
afterwards noifed about to an extravagant 
Height, fuchasI think, I may venture to 
own were improbable. 

Yet in Anfwer to this Letter, did { fay 
nothing todeter or difcourage People, ei- 
ther from colleéting or contributing to the 
Relief of thofe who were really neceflitcus 
—but argued how reafonable it had been 
for them to have obtain’d a Brief for the 
Colle&ion, which would have taken away all 
Sufpicion, which it was plain, the Waut of 
it expos’d them to reminding them, that 
two Things would be very naturally en- 
quir’d of every Colleéor of this Charity 5 
1. What Authority he had for colle&ting it. 
2. How Men fhould be affur’d the Money 
fhould be rightly employ’d ? and there I 
left it. 

In a third Review of May iff. I men- 
tion’d this Affair again, having been jefting 
about the great Contribution of the Pope 
ta the French Yavafion, iz which mevertbe- 
lefs for ought I know, bis Holinefs may be 
wrong’d too—And yet in this ¥ did not offer 
to objeét againft any Man’s Charity, only 
move the Gentlemen who have been for- 
ward in it, to give the World what Serif 
fa&tion they can, of the Money colleéted be- 
ing rightly apply’d. 

Thus far the Hiftory ot my concerning 
my {elf in this Matter, which if any Body 
fhall improve to leffen their Charity for 
Men and Families in DiftrefS, they either 
had but fmall Charity, and were willing co 
lay hold of any Excufe to put a Check to it, 
or they very much wrong me in takiog my 
Words quite anther way than they were 
intended. 
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After all therefore I fhall explain my 
felf, and ftate this Cafe, fo as I hope thall 
clear it effectually up, and that no Man 
fhall have a fufficient Ground of Bxception 
from me againft any of his good Defigns. 

And firft I fay again, I am far from 
difcouraging the Charity ofany People to 
the Families of the Depofed Clergy in Scot- 
land ; be it that I differ from them in Judg- 
ment, be it that I never fo heartily joya 
in their Fall—Thev are, I hope, Chriftians, 
they are Men, Fellow Creatures, they were 
Men bred to Letters, not to Labour,’ and I 
cannot think, they are by any Manner of 
Circumftances excluded from our Coms 
paffion as Chriftians. 

In the next Place many of them are dead, 
and their Families and Widows are in Di 
ftrefs enough, and thefe call for Compafhi- 
on, having been tenderly bred when their 
Parents or Husbands liv’d in Plenty, and 
knew no Want—— He that huts up his 
Bowels againft fuch as thefe, lec him read 
that Scripture which ought to ftartle him, 
How dwelleth the Love of God in him? 

As to thofe that will have this call’d a 
Colle&ion for the fuffering Minifters uuder 
the cruel and barbarous Perfecutions of the 
Presbyterians; let me fay two or three 
Things to fuch. 

1. It is falfe in Fa—Thedepofing them 
being the only Perfecution they fuffer-—— 
And do mot ye the fame? O ye Higheft 
Flyers of the Church of England, nay worfe, 
do you fuffer one Non- Furor in England to 
enjoy his Benefice ? Do you fuffer one of 
them to preach in private without imme- 
diate Profecution, and routing them out as 
Facobite Conventicles ? Wht, is it Perfe- 
Cution in Scosland, and nothing at all in 
England ? For {hame forbear your Parti- 
allicy, and either ceafe to call the depofing 
the Epifcopal Clergy in Scotland Perfectti- 
on, or reftore the Non-Furant Clergy in 
England to their Livings. 

2. Tne Epifcopal Clergy in Scotland do 
not defire, you fhould give them all thefe 
Epithets, their Diftreffes are not the lefs, 
tho’ they are no otherwife perfecuced then 
depos’d—And they are modeft enough in 
their Reprefentation of their Cafe, and it 
is their Defire you would be fo too, nay, 

tis their Injury when you are otherwife. 


3. The Presbyterians in Scotland are now 
fo far from perf. cuting them, chat they 
contribate very frankly and largely every 
Year to this very Colle@ion I am now 
{peaking of, and I have the Authority of 
fome of the Epifcopal Miaifers in Scot- 
land, who are employ’d in this Charity, 
to fay, and fome of them made it their Re- 
que ft tome, when I was in Scosland, that 
when I had any Occafion to mention this 
Matter again, | would tell che World, that 
they do acknowledge, chat the Presbyterie 
ans in Scotland, both Min ifters and People, 
do contribute largely and frankly to their 
Relief———— To make this an individious 
Cafe'in England therefore does them Harm 
and not Guod 5 for where it excites the 
Charity of one Man, it may tye up the 
Hands of others. 

But again I muft fay to thofe that have 
boafted fo mich of their great Colleéions, 
as one in the Letter printed of 4o/. and 
another of 100/. and others in Proportion. 
— You have done very ill 5 For, 

1. It cannot be tree that you have cole 
Je&ed fuch Sums, much lefs the great Sums 
commou Fame has {poken of, fince }am well 
affur'd, aud it is lacely made publick, that 
the whole Colleétion made throughout 
England this Year does not amount to 5004. 
and if ic be not true, that you have col- 
le&ted it, you do the poor People an une 
{peakable lnjury to boaft of it. 

2. If it be true you have colleéted it, it 
moft be As true you have defrauded the 
Poor of it, for we have it under the Hand 
of che.Reverend Dr. Scot in his Letter.fto 
the Author of this Paper, that 500-6. fs 
the utmoft of all the Money which bas been 
colle@ed for them for the wh le Year. 
From whence it muft follow, that if half 
the Money, which has been boafted of, has 
been colleéted in Englund, the Epifcopal 
Clergy in Scotland have been barbaroufly 
treated; fo chat take it’ which way you 
will, che Condu& has been il!, either you’ 
have bely’d your Labours, and boafted of 
more, Money than ever you colle&ted, or 
elfe you have gather’d the Money, and 
cheated the Poor. 

Now I muft do another Piece of Juftice 
to the People-in Scotland, who are thus 
feeking your Charity, and the Adminiftra- 

tors 
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tors of which Charity did me the Pleafare, 
in Anfwer ‘to my Queries, to fhow me their 
Books, their Method of colle&ing and of 
difpofing the Charity they get. And in- 
decd [ thall readily own, chat I believe, 
that whatever Money comes to their Hand 
is faithfully and equally diftributed to the 
People, for whom it was defign’d, and ia- 
deed that many of them, if nocall, are rc- 
aly Objeéts. of Charity. ‘ 

But all this now does not hind:r my juft 
OdjeGions againft the Gentlemcn in Eng- 
land, who concern themfelves in this Cul- 
le@ion, and who, I think, are feveral ways 
blameable. 

- te Inthat they did not get a publick Aé 

er Brief for the Colle&ion, by which all 
Sufpicion of ill Praétices might have been 
semioved. 

2. That they fhould let the Clamour of 
Pesfeeution go along with their Arguments 
te excite Charity, which | can hereby tefti- 
fie for the Gentlemen of Scosland, neither 
isferviceableto them, or defired by them, 
and which if they had let alone, and fowght 
Charity in modefter Terms, perhaps many 
Hands had been open, which are (hut oa 
that Account; This ismy Complaint, and 
this is a fufficient Defence of all i have faid 
en this Matter.
